For a thick hedge close to the ground the 
plants must be set close together about 6 to 12 inches 
apart. Plow or dig a trench about 1 foot deep and 
1 to 2 feet wide. The plants should be planted deep 
enough so that the soil covers about the first three 
inches of the lowest branches. Fill around the plants 
with top soil and firm the soil. Water thoroughly after 
planting. Cut plants back to about 4 inches from the 
ground after planting; this will result in a dense hedge 
at the bottom of the plants. After hedge reaches de- 
sired height it can be kept trimmed so as to remain 
at that height.
